THE OSAKA WATER-WORKS. 


Foreign Loan Completed. ‘ 

Owing to the remarkable inereass of late 
in the population of Osaka, now exccoding 
‘aanillion, the uccommodation of the oxist- 
ing water-works is quite inadequate. The 
water-works were extended about five 
year ago to supply water ton population 
of 800,000, so that in the summer the 
supply of water has to be cut off for certain 
hours every day. The Municipal Council 
hns now adopted a scheme for tho further 
gxtension of the works, which is estimated 
to cost ¥11,000,000. It is proposed to 
construct tho intake works at Kunijima, 
and a filtering-bed and a reservoir ucar 
Suita, 250ft. above sen-level. The monoy 
required for the extension will bo raisod 
by means of a foreign loan, with interest 
not exceeding 54 per cont., the actual face- 
value to be advanced without discount. 
The schome will be Inid before the Muni- 
cipal Assembly in a few days.

The origin of the claim to this huge 
amount of money presente some admittedly 
difficult legal problems; but, in,» fow 
words, it may, perhapa, be fairly stated 
thus, When tho Khedive Ismail was in 
power in Egypt, in 1872, the financial 
trovblea of the country became eo acute 
that “a High Commission of Inquiry waa 
appointed to consider the whole question of 
taxation and to dive ver whetber any means 
could be found of Vischarging the mast pres:
